Centre of ItuiircMGiitutlve Population. 
The crowth of our country is unparalleled 


in thu history ol thu world. The great West 
and Northwest, within tho last half ccnturv, 
has sprung up from a wilderness, nnd with i'ls 
prosperity, the crent central heart of our pop- 
illation wends its way. Twenty years since, 
thu centre of representation crossed tlm Alle- 
jinnies; ten yours Bince, it crossed (lie Ohio; 
and now it is passing stomlily and swiftly tow- 
nrd the Mississippi. 
The Cincinnati Gazette 


has some interustini; statistical facts and spec- 
ulations in reference to this subject. It prefa- 
ces them by snyinjj, Unit by the Constitution 
of the Lulled Stntes thruc fifths of the slaves 
lire counted in thu representative population. 
Ihe centre of representation, therefore, <locs 
not correspond with the centre of population ; 
neither does it correspond with tho centre of 
tho white jiopiilution. It is u result of com- 
pound ratios, ami corresponds with the centre 
of power. 
Tho movement of this centre is 


very curious, us illustrating thu movement, 
power, and character of tliu Ainoricnn people. 
In the first tnn years after tlio establishment

Tho growth of the Northwest hits been to 


thnt of the old South about ns M to 1; In 
tho^mcnnwhilu. thu Southwest has also grown 
rnpiilly ; and the accession of foreign territory 
has also been entirely in the Southwest, ex- 
cept the very recent admission of California. 
Tho consequence is, that tlm centre of repre- 
sentation has moved steadily to Ihe West,nnd 
a litihj to tlm North. It would hnvo moved 
steadily to the Northwest but for n geograph- 
ieid cause, which will he obvious on an inspec- 
tion of tlm map. The Lakes being tho boun- 
dary, nnd Laku Erie bending for to tlio South, 
thu'Northern boundary of tho United States 
was deflected Southwardly enough to countcr- 
lialnnnu tlm rapid increase of population in 
the Northwest. 
Tlm result is, tliat from Ad-

It 
crosied tlm Allesjhnnius about 1830, and ar- 
rived nt thu. Ohio river not fur from 1840. 
Under tho census of 1850, it is probably near 
tlm dividing line of Washington and Athens 
counties, Ohio.
